Judgment. When they have loaded their 

Boat ſufficiently with Sheep, Fow-IS, Eggs, 

Down, Fiſh, c&c. they make the beſt of their 

way homeward. It's obſerved of the Sheep 

of theſe Iſlands, that they ate exceeding far,

1 HAD this ſuperſtitious Account not only 
from ſeveral of the Natives of the:Lewis, but

wan Iſſands the preceding Year. I asd one 
of chem if he pray'd at home as often, and as 


fervently as he did when in the Hannan Hands, 
and he plainly confeſs'd to me that he did not:

was none ever yet landed in them but found 
himſelf more diſpos d to Devotion there, than 
any where ee. The Iſland''of Pigmies, or, as 
the Natives eull it, The” Iſland of Little Men, 
& bur of ſmall extent. There has been many 
ſmall Bones dug out of the Ground here, re- - 
ſembling thoſe of Human Kind more than any 
other.”

THE Iſland Ros is reckon'd about 20 
Leagues from the North-eaft Point of Ver in 
Levis, and coumed but a Mile in length, and 
about half a Mile in breadth: it hath a Hill 
in the Weſt part, and is only viſible from the 
Lins in a fair Summers day. I had an Ac- 
count of this little Iſland, and the Cuſtom 
f it from ſeveral Natives of Lewis, who had 
deen upon the place; but more particularly

20 A DESCRIPTION of the 
their uſual Salutation to a Stranger: God ſave | 
you, Pilgrim, you are heartily welcome here; for 
we have had repeated A4pparitions 7 jour Perſon 
among us (after the manner of the ſecond 
Sight) and we heartily congratulate your Arri- 
| wal in this our remote Country. One of the 
Natives would needs expreſs his high Eſteem 
for my Perſon, by making a turn round about 
me Sun-ways, and at the fame time bleſſi 
me, and wiſhing me all Happineſs; but I bi 
him let alone that piece of Homage, telling 
him I was ſenſible of his good Meaning to- 
wards me: but this poor Man was not 3 
little diſappointed, as were alſo his Neigh- 
bours; for they doubted not but this antient 
Ceremony would have been very acceptable to 
me: and one of them told me, That this was 
a thing due to my Character from them, as to 
their Chief and Patron, and they could nat; nor 
would not fail to perform it. They conduct 
me to the little Village where they dwell, 
and in the way thither there were three In- 
cloſures; and as I entred each of theſe, the 
Inhabitants ſeverally ſaluted me, taking me 
by the hand, and ſaying, Traveller, you are 
welcome here. They went along with me to 
the Houſe that they had aſſign'd for my Lodg- 

ing; where there was a bundle of Straw laid 
on the Floor, for a Seat for me to lit upon. 
After a little time was ſpent in general Dif- 
courſe, the Inhabitants retir'd to their re- 
ſpective Dwelling-Houſes ; and ia this wm,

they kilPd each Man a Sheep, being in all 
five, anſwerable to the number of their Fami- 
lies. The Skins of the Sheep were intire, and 
flay'd off ſo from the Neck to the Tail, that 
they were in form like a Sack. Theſe Skins 
being flay d off after this manner, were by the 
Inhabitants inſtantly flPd with Barley-meal ; 
and this they gave me by way of a. Preſent : 
one of their number acted as Speaker for the 
reſt, ſaying, Traveller, we are very ſenſible of the 
Fevour you have done us in coming ſo far with 4 
Deſign to inftratt us in our way to Happineſs, and 
at the [ame time to venture your ſelf on the great 
Ocean ; pray be es to accept 0 „ Pre- 
ſent, which we humbly offer as an Expreſſion of our 
ſincere Love to you. is I accepted, tho in a 
very coarſe Dreſs ; but it was given with ſuch 
an Air of Hoſpitality and Good-will, as de- 
ſerv'd Thanks. They preſented my Man alſo 
with ſome pecks of Meal, as being likewiſe a 
Traveller: the Boats-Crew having been in 
Rona before, were not reckon'd Strangers, and 
therefore there was no Preſent given them, but 
their daily Maintenance. ho 


THERE is a Chappel here dedicated to 
St. Ronan, fenc'd with a Stone-Wall round it; 
and they take care to keep it neat and clean, 
and ſweep it every day. There is an Altar in 
it, on which there lies a big Plank of Wood 
about ten Foot in a, ; every Foot has a 
-hole in it, and in every hole a Stone, to which”

them is ſingular, as they promoting 
ſpeedy Delivery to a Woman bs Travail. © 


THEY repeat the Lord's Prayer, Creed, 
and Ten Commandments in the Chappel every 

Sunday Morning. They have Cows, Sheep, 
Barley and Oats, and live a harmleſs Life, be- 
ing perfectly ignorant of moſt of thoſe Viees 
that abound in the World. They know no- 
thing of Mony or Gold, having no occaſion 
for either; they neither ſell nor buy, but only 
barter for ſuch little things as they want : 
they covet no Wealth, being fully conteat and. 
ſatisfy'd with Food and Raiment ; tho at the 
ſame time they are very preciſe in the matter 
of Property among themſelves: for none of 
them will by any means allow his Neighbour 
to fiſh within his Property; and every one 
muſt exactly obſerve not to make any in- 
croachment on his Neighbour. They have an 
agreeable and hoſpitable Temper for all Stran- 
gers : they concern not themfelves about the 
reſt of Mankind, except the Inhabitants in the 
North part of Lewis. They take their Sir- 

name from the Colour of the Sky, Rain-bow, 
and Clouds. There are only five Families: in 
this ſmall Ifland, and every Tenant hath his 
Dwelling-houſe, a Barn, a Rouſe where their 
beſt Effects are preferv'd, a Houſe for their 
Cattle, and a Porch on each ſide of the Door 
to keep off the Rain or Show, Their Houſes

ANOTHER of the Natives of Rona 
having had the opportunity of travelling as 
far as Cowl, in the Shire of Roſs, which is the 
Seat of Sir Alexander Mac-kenzie, every thing 
he faw there was ſurprizing to him; and when 
he heard the noiſe of thoſe who walk'd inthe 
Rooms above him, he preſently fell ro the 
ground, .chinkiog thereby to fave his Li, 
or he ſuppos'd that the Hguſe was coming 
down over his head. When Mr. Moriſon the 
Miniſter was in Rona, two of the Natives 
courted a Maid with intention to marry her; 1 
and being marry'd to one of them afterwards,  » 
the other was not a little diſappointed, be- 
cauſe. there was no other Match for him in

this Ifland. The Wind blowing fair, Mr. Mo-

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riſen failed directly for Lewis ; but after three 
hours failing was forced back to Rana by a 
- contrary Wind: and at his landing, the poor 
Maja that had loſt his Sweetheart was over- 
joy'd, and expreſs'd himſelf in theſe words; 
I bleſs God and Ronan that you are return'd 
again, for I hope you will now make me hap- 
py, and give me a right to enjoy the Woman 
every other Year by turns, that ſo we both 
may have Iſſue by her. Mr. Moriſon could not 
refrain from ſmiling at this unexpected Requeſt, 
chid the poor Man for his unreaſonable De- 
mand, and deſir d him to have patience for a 
Year longer, and he would ſend him a Wife 
from Lewis; but this did not eaſe the poor 
Man, who was tormented with the thoughts 
of dying without Iſſue. * 


ANOTHER who wanted a Wife, and 
having got a Shilling from a Seaman that hap- 
1 to land there, went and gave this Shil- 
ing to Mr. Moriſoz, to purchaſe him a Wite in 
the Lewis, and ſend her to him, for he was told 
that this Piece of Mony was a thing of ex- 
traordinary Value; and his Deſire was grati- 
fy'd the enſuing Year, 1 


ABOUT 14 Years ago a Swarm of Rats, 
but none knows how, came into Rona, and 
in a Pn time cat up all the Corn in the 
Ifland. In a few months after, ſome Seamen 

landed there, who robbed the poor People 
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of their Bull. Theſe Misfortunes, and the 
want of Supply from Lewis for the ſpace of 4 
Year, occaſion'd the Death of all that antient 
Race of People. The Steward of St. Kids 
bei i A5 Storm driven in there, rold 'me 
chat de und a Woman with her Child on 
her Breaſt, both lying dead at the fide of a 
Rock. Some years r, the Miniſter (to 
whom the Iſland belongeth) ſent a new Co- 
lony to this Iſland, with fuitable Supplies. 
The following Lear a Boat was ſent to them 
with ſome more Supplies, and Orders to re- 
ceive the Rents ; but the Boat being loſt, as it 
is ſuppos'd, I can give no further account of 
this late Plantation. bl 


THE Inhabitants of this little Iſland fay, 
that the Cuckow is never ſeen or heard here, 
but after the Death of the Earl of Seeforth, or 


the Miniſter. - 


THE Rock Soslisker lieth four Leagues to 
the Eaſt of Rope; it is a quarter of a mile 
in Circumference, and abounds with great 
numbers of Sea Fowl, ſuch as Solan Geeſe, 
Guillamate, Coulter-Neb, Puffin, and feve- 
ral other ſorts.

John Moriſon of Bragir 
told me, that when he, was a Boy, and going 
to the Church of St. Maulvay; he obſerved the 
Natives to kneel and repeat the Pater-noſfter at 
four miles diſtance from the Church.

ABOUT three Leagues and a half to tlie 
Weſt, lie the ſmall Hands call'd Hawsker-Rocks, 
and Hawsker-Eggath, and Hawsker-Nimapnich, 
id eft, Monks-Rock, which hath an Altar in it, 
The firſt call'd ſo from the Ocean, as being 

near to it; for Haw or Thas in the antient Lan- 

Nen ſignifies the Ocean: the more Southerly 

ocks are ſix or ſeven big ones nicked or inden 
ted, for Eggath ſignifies ſo much. The largeſt 

Wand, which is Northward, is near half a 
mite in Circumference, and it is covered with 
long Graſs. Only ſmall Veſſels can paſs be- 
tween this and the Southern Rocks, being 
neareſt to Sr. Kildes of all the Weſt lands: 
| both of 'em abound with Fowls as much as 

any Ifles of their extent in St. Kilda. The 

Coulterneb, Guillemot, and Scarts, are moſt 
numerous here; the Seals likewiſe abound very 
much in and about theſe Rocks. 


THE Iſland of Valæy lies on the Weſt, near 
the main Land of North -Viſt; it is about four 
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iles in Circumference, arable and a dry ſan- 
y Soil, very fruitful in Corn and Graſs, Clo- 
ver and Daſy. It hath three Chappels ; one 
dedicated to St. Viton; and another to the Vir- - 
gin Mary: There are two Croſſes of Stone, 
each of them about 7 foot high, and a foot a 

a half broad. | 


THERE is a little Font on an Altar, bei 
a big Stone, round like a Cannon-Ball, a 
having in the upper end a little Vacuity capa- 
ble of two Spoonfuls of Water. Below the 
Chappels there is a flat: thin Stone, call'd 
Brownies Stone, upon which the antient Inha- 
bitants offer d a Cow's Milk every Sunday; 
but this Cuſtom is now quite aboliſh'd. Some 
thirty paces on this fide, is to be ſeen a little 
ſone Houſe under gronnd; it is very low and 
long, having an Entry on the Sea-ſide: I faw 
an Entry in the middle of it, which was diſ- 
eover'd by the falling of the Stones and Earth. 


ABOUT a League to the Northli-eaſt of 
Valay is tlie Iſland of Borers, about four miles 
in Circumference: the Mould in ſonie places is 
andy, and in others black Earth; it is very 
fruitful in Cattle and Graſs. I ſaw a Mare 
bere, which I was told brought forth a Fole in 
her ſecond Year, ——— 


THERE is a Cow here that brought forth 
two Female Calves one, in all things ſo very 
2 HF 
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like one another, that they could not be diſtin- 
guiſnh'd by any outward Mark; and had ſuch a 
Sympathy, that _ were never ſeparate, ex- 
cept in time of ſucking, and then they kept 
ſtill their own fide of their Dam, which was 
not obſerv*d until a diſtinguiſhing Mark was 
put about one of their Necks by the Milk- 
maid. In the middle of this Ifland there's a 
freſh-water Lake, well ſtock'd with very big 
Eels, ſome of them as long as Cod or Ling- 
Fiſh. There is a Paſſage under the ftony 
Ground, which is between the Sea and the 
Lake, thro which it's ſuppos'd the Eels come in 
with the Spring-Tides : one of the Inhabitants 
calld Mack-Vanich, i. e. Mas- Son, had the cu 
rioſity to creep naked thro this Paſſage. 


THIS Iſland affords the largeſt and beſt 


Dulſe for eating; it requires leis Butter than 


any other of this ſort, and has a mellowiſh 
Taſte. 


THE Burial: place near the Houſes is call'd 
the Monks-Field, for all the Monks that died 
in the Iſlands that lie Northward from Egg, 
were bury' d in this little Plot: each Grave ha 
a Stone at both ends, ſome of which are 3, and 
others 4 foot high. There are big Stones with- 
out the Burial-place even with the Ground; ſe- 
veral of them have little Vacuities in them as 
if made by Art: the Tradition is, that theſe 
Vacuities were dug for receiving the Monks 
Knees, when they pray'd upon em. pad 


THE Iſland Linzay lies half a League 


Pads, tho expos'd to the Rigour of the Weather 


Spring, and are fatned by it, nor are they 


ported to the Indies in good condition. The 
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South on the ſide of Borers :. it is ſingular in 
reſpe& of all the Lands of Viſt, and the other 
Iſlands that ſurround it, for they are all com- 
pos'd of Sand, and this on the contrary is alto- 
ether Moſs cover'd with Heath, affording five 
ts in depth ; and 1s very ſerviceable and 


uſeful, furniſhing the Iſland Borera, &c. with 


plenty of good Fuel. This Iſland was held as 
conſecrated for ſeveral Ages, inſomuch that the 


Natives would not then preſume to cut any 


THE Cattle produc'd here, are Horſes, 
Cows, Sheep and Hogs, generally of a low ſta- 
ture. The Horſes are very ſtrong, and fit for 


all the Winter and Spring in the open Pields. 


Their Cows are alſo in the Fields all the Spring, 


and their Beef is ſweet and tender as any can 
be: they live upon Sea-ware in the Winter and 


ſaughter'd before they eat plentifully of it 
in December. The Natives are accuſtom'd to 
falt their Beef in a Cow's Hide, which keeps it 
cloſe from Air, and preſerves it as well, if not 
better, than Barrels, and taſtes they ſay beſt 


when this way uſed. This Beef is tranſported 


to Glaſgow, City in the Welt of Scotland, and 
from thence (being put into Barrels there) ex- 
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Hills afford ſome hundreds of Deer, who eat 
Sea - ware alſo in Winter and Spring- time. 


THE Anpbibia produc'd here are Seals and 
Otters. There is no Fox or venomqus Crea- 
ture in this Ifland. The great Eagles here 
faſten their Tallons in the back of Fiſh, and 
commonly of Salmon, which is often aboyy 
water and in the ſurface. The Natives, 1 
in the Summer: time live on the Caaſt, do forme, 


times rob the gy of its Frey _ itz 
landing. 


HERE are Hawks, Eagles, Pheaſing 


Moor-Fowls, T armogan, Plover, by — 
Crows, Swans, and all the ordinary Sea-Fowls 


in the Weſt Iſlands. The Eagles are very de- 
ſtructive to the Fawns and Lambs, eſpecially 
the black Eagle, Which is of a leſſer ſize than 
: ather. The Natives obſerve, that it fixes 
its Tallons between the Deers Horns, and beats 
its Wings conſtantly about its Eyes; which 
puts the Deer to run continuall till it fall into 
a Ditch, or over a Precipice, w re it dies, and 
ſo becomes a Prey to this cunning Hunter, 
There are at the fame time ſeveral other Eagles 
of this kind, which fly on both ſides of the 
Deer ; which frighr ir extremely, and contri- 


bute much to its more ſudden Deſtruction. 


THE Foreſter and . of the Natives 
aſſur'd me, that-they gd {cen both "rag 0 
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Eagles kill Deer in this manner. The Swans

THE Rain-Gooſe, bigger than a Duck, 
makes a doleful Noiſe before a great Rain; it 
builds its Neſt always upon the brink of freſh+ 
water Lakes, ſo as it may reach the water. 
THE Bonnivochil, fo call'd by the Natives, 
and by the Seamen Biſhop and Carrara, as big 
as a Gooſe, haying a white Spot on the Breaſt, 
and the reſt party-colour'd ; it ſeldom flies, but 
is exceeding quick in diving. The Miniſter 
of Narth-Viſt told me, that he kill'd one of 
them which weightd ſixteen Pound and an 
Ounce: there is about an Inch-deep of Fat 
upon the Skin of it, which the Natives apply 
to the Hip-Bone, and by experience find it a 
ſucceſsful Remedy for removing the Sciatica. 


THE Bird Goylir, about the bigneſs of a 
Bwallow, is obſerv'd never to land but in the 
Month of January, at which time it is ſuppas'd 
to hatch; it dives with à violent ſwiftneſs. 
When any number of theſe Fowls are ſeen to- 
gether, it's concluded to be an undoubted ſign 
of an approaching Storm ; and when the Storm 
ceaſes, they diſappear under the water, The 
Seamen call them Malifigies, from Mali-effigies, 
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THE — 1 is about the hig - 
of a large M ut having a longer Bod v. 
— a bluiſh Colour; the Bill 5 of a — 
Colour. This Bird ſhrieks moſt hideouſly, 
and js gbſerv*d to have a greater Affection for 
its Mate, than any Fowl whatſoever; for 
when the Cock or Hen is kilPd, the ſurviving 
one doth for eight or ten days afterward make 
2 lamentable noiſe about the place. wi 


THE Bird Feskidar, about the bigneſs of a 
Sea-Myw of the middle ſize, is obſerv'd to fly 
with greater ſwiftneſs than any other Fowl in 
thoſe parts, and purſues leſſer Fowls, and forces 
them in their flight to let fall the Food which 
they have got, and by its Nimbleneſs catches 
it, before it touch the Groun c. 


IT HE Natives obſerve that an extraordinary 
Heat without Rain, at the uſual time the Sea- 
Fowls lay their Eggs, hinders them from lay- 
ing any Eggs for about eight or ten days; | 
whereas warm Weather accompany'd with 
Rain diſpoſes them to lay much ſooner. A 


THE Wild-Geeſe are plentiful here, and 
yery deſtructive to the Ba ley, notwithſtanding 
the many methods uſed for driving them away 
both by Traps and Gun-ſhot, There are ſome 
Flocks of barren Fowls of all kinds, which 
are diſtinguiſh'd by their not joining *

THE Air is here moiſt and moderateſy 
cold, the Natives qualify it ſometimes b 
drinking a Glaſs of Uſquebaugh. The Moi 

ture of this Place is ſuch, that a Loaf of Sugar 
is in danger to be diſſolv'd, if it be not preſerv d 
by being near the Fire, or laying it among 
Oatmeal, in ſome cloſe place. Iron here be- 
comes quickly ruſty, and Iron which is on the 
| Sea-fide of a Houſe grows fooner ruſty than 
that which is on the Land-fide, 5 


THE greateſt Snow falls here with the 
South-weſt Winds, and ſeldom continues above 
three or four Days. The ordinary Snow falls 
with the North and North-weſt Winds, and 
does not lie ſo deep on the Ground near the 
Sea, as on the tops of Mountains. 


. THE Froſt continues till the Spring is pret- 
ty far advanc'd, the Severity of which occaſions 
great numbers of Trouts and Eels to die, but 
the Winter-Froſts have not this effect, for 
Which the Inhabitants give this reaſon, vis. 
That the Rains being more frequent in Ozfeber, 
do in their opinion carry the Juice and Quinteſ- 
fence of the Plants into the Lakes, whereby 
they think the Fiſh are nouriſh'd during the 
Winter; and there being nq ſuch Nouriſhment

in the Spring, in regard of the uninterrupted 
running of the Water, which carries the Juice 
with it to the Sea, it deprives the Fiſh of this 
Nouriſhmeat, and conſequently of Life. And 
they add further, that the Fiſh have nd acceſs 
to the Superficies of the Water, or to the Brink 
of it, where the Juice might be had. The 
Natives are the more confirm'd in their Opi- 

nion, that the Fiſhes in Lakes and Marſhes ate 
pbfery'd to out-live both Winter and Spring · 
Froſts, The Eaſt-North-Eaſt Winds: always 
procure fair Weather here, as they do inal} 
the North-Weſt Iſlands; and the Rains arg 
more frequent in this place in October and F 
braary, than at any other time of the Near. 


FOUNTAI N-Water drunk in Winter, is 
reckon'd by the Natives to be much more - 
wholefom than in the Spri for in the latter 
it cauſeth the Diarrhea and Dyſenteria. * 


THE Diſeaſes that prevail here are Fevers, 
Diarrhea and Dyſenteria, Stitch, Cough, Scia- 
tica, Megrim, the Small-Pox, which common- 
comes once in 17 Years time. The ordinary 
Cure for Fevers, is letting blood plentifully : 
the Diarrhea” is cured by drinking Aquavite, 
and the 74 the better. The Fleſh and 
Liver of Seals are uſed as above-mentionr'd, 
both for the Diarrhea and Dyſenteria. Milk 
wherein HeRtick-Stone has been quenched, be- 
ing frequently drunk, is likewite a good Re- 
medy for the two Piſeaſes laſt n. * 
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THE Kernel of the black Nut found on 
the Shore, being beat to powder, and drunk 
in Milk or Agasvitæ, is reckon'd a good Re- 
medy for the ſaid two Diſeaſes: Stitches are 


cured ſometimes by letting blood. 
1 HEIR common Cure for Coughs is Bro- 


chan, formerly mention d. The Caſe of the 
Carrara-Fowl, with the Fat, being powder'd a 
little, and apply d to the Hip-bone, is an ap- 
proved Remedy for the Sciatica. Since the 
great Change of the Seaſons, which of late 
Years is become more piercing and cold, by 
which the Growth of the Corn, both in the 
Spring and Summer Seaſons are retarded ; 
there are ſome Diſeaſes diſcover'd, which were 
not known here before, viz. a ſpotted Fever, 
which is commonly cured by drinking a Glaſs 
of Brandy. or Aquavite liberally when the 
Diſeaſe ſeizes them, and uſing it till the Spots 
appear outwardly. This Fever was brought 
hither by a Stranger from the Iſland of Mall, 
who infected theſe other Iflands. When the 
Fever is violent, the Spots appear the ſecond 
Day, but commonly on the fourth Day, and 
then the Diſeaſe comes to a Crilis the ſeventh 
Day: but if the Spots don't appear the fourth 
Day, the Diſeaſe is reckon'd mortal; yet it has 
not prov'd fo here, tho it has carry'd off ſeveral 
in the other adjacent Southern Iſlands, The 
Vulgar are accuſtom'd to apply Hamulz Jean 
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for evacuating noxious Humours, ſuch as cauſe 
the Heach-ach, and Pains in the Arms or Legs; 
and they find great adyantage by it. The way 
| of uſing it is thus: They take a quantity of 

it, bruiſed ſmall and put into a Patella, and ap- 
ply it ſo to the Skin a little below the place 
affected: ina {mall time it raiſes a Bliſter a- 
bout the bigneſs of - an Egg, which, when 
broke, voids all the Matter that is in it; then 
the Skin fills, and ſwells twice again, and as 
often voids this Matter. 'They uſe the Sea- 
plant Linarich to cure the Wound, and it 


proves effectual for this purpoſe, and alſo for 
the Megrim and Buraing. eos 


THE Broth of a Lamb, in which the 
Plants Shunniſb and Alexander have been boil'd, 

is found by Experience to be good againſt Con- 
ſumptions. The green Sea-plant Linarich is by 
them apply*d to the Temples and Forehead to 
dry up Defluxions, and alſo for drawing up 
the Tonſels. Neil Mackdoxnald in the Iſland 
. Heiskir is ſubject to the falling of the Tonſels 

at every Change of the Moon, and they con- 
tinue only for the firſt Quarter. This Infir- 
mity hath continu'd with him all his days, yet 
be is now 72 Years of Age. 


JOHN FAKE who lives in Pabble in the 
Pariſh of Kzlmoor, alias St. Mary's, is conſtantly 
troubled with a great Sneezing a day or two 
before Rain; and if the Sneezing be more than

-THERE is a Houſe in the Village calrd

and the Houſe- Cock there never crows from 
the renth of Seprember till the middle of March, 
This was told me two Years ago, and ſince 
confirm'd to me by the Natives, and the pre- 
fent Miniſter of the Pariſh. | | 


+ THE Inhabitants of this Iſland are gene- 
rally well-proportion'd, of an ordinary Stature 
and a good Complexion ; healthful, and ſome 
of em come to a great Age: ſeveral of my 
Acquaintance arriv'd at the Age of go, and 
upwards; John Mackdonald of Griminis was of 
this number, and died lately in the 93d Year 
. of his Age. Donald: Roy, who liv'd in the 
Ille of Sand, and died lately in the hundredth 

Year of his Age, was able to travel and ma- 
nage his Affairs till about two Years before his 
Death. They are a very charitable and hoſpi- 
table People, as is any where to be found. 
There was never an Inn here till of late, and 
now there is but one, which is not at all fre- 
quented for eating, bur only for drinking; for 
the Natives by their Hoſpitality. reader this 
new. invented Houſe in a manner uſeleſs. The 
great Produce of Barley draws many Strangers 
to this Iſland, with a deſign to procure as _— 
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of this Grain as they can ; which they get of 


do Horſes, Cows, Sheep, Wool, &c. I was 
told ſome months before my laſt Arrival there, 


that there had been ten Men in that place at 


one time to ask Corn gratis, and every one of 
theſe had ſome one, ſome two, and others 


three Attendants; and during their abode 


there, were all entertain'd gratis, no one re- 
turning, empty. | 


THIS is a great, yet voluntary Tax, which 
has continu'd for many Ages; but the late ge- 
neral Scarcity has given them an occaſion to 
alter this Cuſtom, by making Acts againſt Li- 
berality, except to poor Natives * Objects 
of Charity. 


THE Natives are much addicted to riding, 
the Plainneſs of the Country diſpoſing back 
Men and Horſes to it. They obſerve an an- 
niverſary Cavalcade on Michaelmas-Day, and 


then all Ranks of both Sexes appear on horſe- 


back. The place for this Rendezvous is a large 
piece of firm ſandy Ground on the Sea-ſhore, 
and there they have Horſe- racing for ſmall 
Prizes, for which they contend eagerly. There 
is an antient Cuſtom, by which it is lawful for 
any of the Inhabitants to ſteal his Neighbour's 
Horſe the night before the Race, and ride 
him all next day, provided he deliver him ſafe 
and ſound to the Owner after the Race. The

Several Lakes have old Forts buil 
upon the ſmall Iſlands in the middle of them 
About four Miles on the South-Eaſt end of 
this Iſland, is Loch-£ynerd ; it reaches ſeveral 
Miles Weſtward, . having a narrow _ Entry, 
which makes a violent Current, and within 
this Entry there's a Rock, upon which there 
was ſtaved to pieces a Prigot of CromwelFs, 
which he ſeat there to ſubdue the Natives. 
Ambergreaſe hath been found by ſeveral of the 
Inhabitants on the Weſt Coaſt of this Iſland, 
and they ſold it at Glaſgow at a very low rate, 
not knowing the value of it at firſt; but when 
they knew it, they raisd the Price to the other 
Extreme.

He and all the 
Inhabitants are Papiſts, except ſixty, who are 
Proteſtants: the Papiſts obſerve all the Feſti-

8 THE Ifland of Berry lies about two 
Leagues and a half to the South-Weſt of the 
Illand Sauth-Viſt; it is five Miles in length, and 
chree in breadth, being in all reſpects like the 
Iſlands lying directly North from it. The Eaſt

The Natives have St. Barr's wooden 
Image ſtanding. on the Altar, cover'd with 
Linen in form of a Shirt: all their greateſt Aﬀe- 
verations are by this Saint. I came very early 
in the Morning with an intention to ſęe this 
Image, but was diſappointed; for the Natives 
prevented me, by carrying it away, left I 
might take occaſion to ridicule their Superſti- 
tion, as ſome Proteſtants have done formerly:

There are great and ſmall Whales of divers 
kinds to be had round the Iſles, and on the 
Shore of the oppoſite Continent; and are fre- 
quently ſeen in narrow Bays, - where they may 
be eafily caught. The great Number of Ri- 
vers, both in the Iſles and oppoſite main Land, 
afford abundance of Salmon, which, if rightly 
manag'd, might turn to a good account. 


THE Ifles afford likewiſe great quantities 
of black Cattle, which might ſerve the Traders

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am not ignorant that Foreignera, failing thro 
the Weſtern: Iſles, have been tempted, from the 
ſight of ſo many wild Hills, that ſeem to be 
cover'd all over with Heath, and fac'd with 
high Rocks, to imagine that the Inbabicants, as | 
well as the Places of their Relidence, are harba · 
rous; and to this Opinion, their Habit, as well 
as their Language, have contributed. Tbe like 
is ſuppos d by many that live in the Santh of 
Scotland, who know no more of the Weſtern 
Iſles than the Natives of Italy: but the Lion is 
not ſo fierce as he is painted, neither are the 
People deſerib'd here ſo berbarous as the World 
imagines: It is nat the Habit that makes the 
Monk, nor doth the Garb in faſhion qualify 
him that wears it to be virtuous. The Inhabi - 
tants have Humanity, and uſe Strangers hoi 
pitably and charitably. I could bring ſeveral 
Inſtances of Barbarity and Theſt committed by 
Stranger Seamen in the Iſles, but there is noe 
one Inſtance of any Injury offer'd by the 1flews 
ders to any Seamen or Strangers. I had a par- 
ticular Account of Seamen, who not mag 
Years ago ſtole Cattle and Sheep in. ſeveral of 
the Illes; and when they were found an board 
their Veſſels, the Inhabitants were fatisfy*d'itd 
take their Value in Many or Goods, withouc 
any further Raſentment: tho many Seamen, 
whoſe Lives wete preſerw'd by the Natives, 
have made em very ungrateful Returns. Pb

THE Magazines and Fiſhing-Boats, left hy 
Foreigners in the Tiles above mention'd, were 
reckon'd ſecure enough, when one of the Natives 
only was left in charge with them till the next 
Seaſon; and ſo they might be ſtill. So that if a 
Company of Strangers from any part ſhould 
ſettle to fiſh or trade in theſe Iſles, there is no 
Place of greater Security in any part of Earope; 
for the Proprietors ate always ready to aſſiſt and 
ſupport all Strangers within their reſpectioe 
Juriſdictions. A few Dusch Families ſettled in 
Storzvay, in the Iſle of Lewis, aſter King Charles 
the Second's Reſtoration, but ſome eunning Mer - 
chants found means by the Secretaries to pte · 
vail with the King to ſend them away, tho 
they brought the /ſlarders a great deal of Mo- 
ny for the Products of their Sea and Land-Fowl, 
and taught them ſomething of the Art of: Fiſh- 
ing. Had they ſtay' d, the IHanders muſt cer- 
tainly have made conſiderable Progreſs in Trade 
by this time; ſor the ſmal} Idea of Fiſhing they 
had from the Dutch has had ſo much effect, as 


to make the People of the little Village of Storn- 


v4) to excel all thoſe of the neighbouring Iſles 
and Continent in the Fiſhing Trade ever ſince 
that time.

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FOR the better Government of thoſe Ifles, 
in caſe of ſetting up a Fiſhing Trade there, it 
may perhaps be found neceſſary to erett the Iſles 
of Skie, Lewis, Harries, South and North-Vift, 
Cc. into a Sherivalty, and to build a Royal Bo- 
rough in Stic as the Center, becauſe of the Peo- 
ples great diftance in remote Iſles, from the 
head Borough of the Shire of Iaverzeſi, This 
would ſeem much more neceſſary here than 
thoſe of Door. and Arras, that lie much nearer 

to Dazberton, tho they be neceflary enough in

IT may likewiſe deſerve the Conſideration 

of the Government, whether they ſhould; not 
make the Ifle of Stic 'a free Port, becauſe of 
the great Encouragement ſuch Immunities give 
to Trade; which always iſſues in the Welfare 
of the Publick, and adds Strength and Reputa - 
tion to the Government. Since theſe Iſles are 
capable of the Improvements above-mention'd, 
it is a great loſs. to the Nation they ſhould be 
thus neglected.

N theſe Iſlands was held in Holm, in the 
Pariſh of Tingwal, in the middle of the 
main Land. This Holm is an Ifland in the 
middle of a freſh-water Lake; it is to this 
day call'd the Law-Tizg, and the Pariſh, in all 
probability, hath its Name from it. The En- 
trance to this Holm is by ſome Stones laid in 
the Water; and in the Holm there are four great 
Stones, upon which ſat the Judg, Clerk, and 
other Officers of the Court. The Inhabitants, 
that had Law-Suits, attended at {ome diftance 
from the Holm, on the other fide the Lake; and 
when any of them was call'd by the Officer, 
he. entred by the ſtepping Stones; and being 
difmiſs'd, he return'd the ſame way. This was 
the Practice of the Daues. The Inhabitants have 
aà Tradition among them, that after one had re- 
. ceiv*d Sentence of Death upon the Holm, he ob-
